Japan. You mentioned two probable alternatives. There is a third 
alternative because they are under your nuclear umbrella and they have 

a very clear conception. And when you arrive on Japanese soil you will 
see that without the American umbrella, you will see what state they 

would be in. Then they would be under a different nuclear umbrella, 
t think that is a tendency that both of us should try to deviate. And the 

more'farsighted statesmen of Japan must see the danger.

Of course, we don't think it would be possible for you to tell them all of 
your own plans with regard to your nuclear umbrella over Japan. You 
have a defense treaty with them and you can't tell them all the details 
but we feel you can come very close to them.

And 
to them their needs are not confined to energy but to all resources of 
their economy.
